PREPARATIONS FOR CRUSHING GOMEZ

HAVANA, Cuba, Jan. 26.—(New York
World Cablegram—S8pecial  Telegram.)—The
plan of campaign adopted by the commander
af the Spanish forces now in Cuba has bien
divulged to me by several officers of high
rank, whose names I must keep secret. Gen-
ernl Campos established what became Known
as “the wall of men' He distributed a
large numb:r of Spanish troops In such a
manner that they practieally formed a wsolid
line from coast to coast. His line began In
the north, about five miles west of Havana,
and extended gouth to the bay of Batabamo.
At the time this plan was adopted Gomez
had wanounced that he would take his com-
mand not only Into Havana provinee, but
that he would walk Into Pinar del Rlo, and
us far west as he possibly could,  Campos
determined to prevent Gomoz from carrying
out hig project. The “wall of men' was
well to the westward of the rallroad line,
between Havana and Batabano,

Gomez and Maceo not only succecded in
croeming Campos' line, but recrogsed it sev-
ordl thmes, and Gomez and Maceo separated
wast of It two weeks ago. Maceo remained
in Pipar del Rio provicee, doing about as
he pleased, whlle Gomez Invaded Havana
provinee agaln, and one time camped within
filteen miles of the capital of Cuba, Reports
were printed in the United States that Goemez
wis at the gates of Havana, und that It
was only a question of a few hours when
ha would enter this clty, haul down the Span-
{#h banper and raiee the flag of the Cuban
republic. But Gomez had no lotention of
attacking this eity, He openly declared that
it would be more than foollkh to de so. His
gole object I8 to keep the Spanlsh troops
moving, hoping to tlre them out. If he ecian
continue  hls  present warfare untll hot
weather pets In ho knows yellow fever will
do the rest.

MOVE THE WALL BEASTWARD.

Both General Marin and General Pando are
oonvineed that while the ifden of the wall of
men Is a good one, the wall of men Is In
the wrong placs, too far west. It was de-
cided, therefore, to have a strong wall along
the railread, Thourands of traops are sta-
tioned along that line today and small fort-
regsan have been erected near each statlon.

"A large number of armored ecars have hoon
ordered. They are to be Lox cars protected
by bLoller lron. At either end of the cars
will be Hotehkise revolving cannon, howit-
gers or Gatling guns. Theze cars are to be
placed between the railway stations. At
least 3,000 armed troops wiil be kept con-
#tantly moving over the line

* Muaceo and his command, the Bpanish gen-

erals sy, cannot escape, He g looked upon
a8 an ‘‘easy mark, Many of his troops are
belleved to be wounded, As he has np am-
bulance corps, he is unable to move them, and
he dose not want to leave them to the mercy
of the Spanish, If Mac:o tries to go east he
will run up against a new wall of men, much
gtronger than the one he broke through some
weeks ago. Il he tries lo escape west, the
Bpanish generals argue that he will have to
march to the sen, where hig only chance to
ge! away will be In boals, Spanlsh warships
havae been stitloned all along the coast, Ono
fired n few dnys ngo upon an encampment of
Insurginta, .

Spanish commanders fear only Gom'z, Al-
though he is nearly 68 years old, they recog-
nize I him one of the ablest of fighting men
and an expert tacticlan. Gomez has been
moving very slowly westward, It Is proposcd
to trap him In thiz provines, and another
military lne or wall of men has been estab-
Hlshed practically parallel with the Havana
& Batabano rallroad, This =econd lne 1& not
#s strong as the first, but st It ls n ine,
and what s more, s eastward of the position
now held by Gomex, and cats off hils retreat
eastward, should he declde to leave Maceo to
hip fate and try to reach Matanzas provines,
where the insurgents have many followers.

WAITING FOR GOMEZ,

The intentlonn of the Spanish generals s
to slowly compel Gomes to approach the
maln wall of men and crush him between
the Lwo lines,

The Bpanish know that Qomez has =ald
time and again that he does not want lo
fight owing to hils Mmitéd supply of am-
munition, He leels disappointed because the
Junta In New York has not been able to
Bt more ammunition to the Cuban army,
consldering the large amount of money enl-
lected by friends of the cause In the United
Btates. Hpe says he ecan get all the men he
needs If he can provide them with arms,
munition and horges, and he promlses to
rafse Immedintely oan  additional force of
20,000 good fightlng men.

into thelr trap. Spain's army In Cuba s
117,000 strong today, but all fufantry ex-
oept 600, Thoe Insurgent army §s all eay-
alry.

NICARAGUA DESIRES A DICTATONR.

Thought to Be Necessnry to Corrccet
n Constitutionnl Defect,
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 26.—During
the past few days conslderable political ex-
eltement and unensiness hns developed o
Nicaragua because several citizens have pro-
claimed that, In thelr opinion, President
Zelaya sliould declare him=elf dlciator and
eventually eall a conventlon of the people
to correct some embarrassirg and conflicting
clauges in the constitution cof 1803, This
national constitutlon provides that a constl-
tutfonal convention shall not be called until
1903. Thie opinion was gradually galning
andperents among the pergous of lutelllgence
apd wenlth in Nicaragun and the difficulties
would probably lhave been settled guietly by
rerpectable and responsible persons, but Jose
de Gamez, who was recently removed from
several positions of honor and trust by the
managers of the party In power, attempted
to mako a nolsy demonetratica in favor of

the dietatarship,

This movement of Gameaz,who wag followed
by a number of Irresponsible cltizens, chllied
the ardor of the honest element. Finally all
the ministers In President Zelnya's cabinet
revigned, ‘Thos» resignationa the president
declined to acespt. Munlelpalities  have
opened voting places and cltizens are now
voling for or agninst the digtatorship, Presi-
dent Zelaya favors a change in the original
law, but declines to assume the dlctatorship
unless . majority of the cltizens who enacted
and endoreed the constitution of 1803 declare
It to be necessary for the purpose of allow-
Ing them to make the desired changes in the
constitution,

NOT A MENACE T0 AMERICA

Opinion of an Eminent Englishman on the
Flying Squadron,

WANTED EUROPE TO TAKE WARNING

Was Intended an n Notler to the Cons-
tinental Fowers thit Grent Nreit-
nin Would Not Be Threntened
Withont Preparntion.

ST. LOUIR, Jan. 26.—*The Niting of the
flying =querdon was merely to show Rurope
that Englind was prepared to defend her
corner against the nations. 1 do not think
any one in Great BPritain over thought the
squadroen was placed In action to be uged
ngalnst the United States.”

This was the statement made by Sir Wheel-
man Pearson, M. P., from Colchester, Essex
county, at the Southérn hotel today. Sir
Wheelman, who has contracts with the
Mexican government for the construction of
the harbor at Vera Cruz, I8 enroute to the
harbor at that city, accompanied by Ludy
Pearaon,

“When we first heard of your Monroe
doctrine declaration,” he =aid, “we thought
you had gone erazy. You grve us a terrible
shock for a few days, for we thought from
the amount of Jingolem aroused that this
country would become so unruly that grave
complications would follow.

“"England has not appointed a commission
to consider the disyute, and [ do not think
Lhis will be done until after Lord :-‘!:llf:bury
has made the correspondonee in the matter
publle, by sending it to Parllament in the
form of a report. Then, if the forelgn office
ling taken a wrong poesitlon, it will be re-
buked., It the people think the position
a proper one, however, the position of the
forefgn office will be upheld,

“There Is pno doubt bLut  that England
rechgnizes the Monrce doctrme  in its
broadest sense, and is willing to abide by

it on all occaslons, except thig one. This
dlgputed territory has been elnlmed by Great
Britaln for years, and has be:n ruled by
It., A large number of the inhabltants of the
place conslder themselves DBritlsh subjects,
and the dispute Ik merely over the boundary;
surely not a sufficlent cause for war. Since
this trouble has arisen, there 18 o growing
sentiment In England In favor of a per-
manent internatlonal commisston, to which
all disputes could be referred at the inceptlon,
and they would be sxttled without having
the countries stirred up over them. The
time will come when such a board will be
found neccessary, and 1 hope to see this
agreemint specdily arrived at”

LONDON PRIJSE UNUSUALLY FPACIFIC,

Declinres thnt n Lasting Pence Shounid
Ne Arennged with Amerien.
LONDON, Jan. 27.—The Chreonfele, in an
editorial on Colonlal Secretary Chamberlain's
statement of the Venezueln question, made
In a specch at Birmingham on Saturday,
suys:  ‘“We must regard this statement as
expressing the dellberate comclusions of the
government and it scems to render arbitra-
tlon In some form or other absolutely un-

avoidable.”

An article In another part of the Chron-
lele declares all the recent evidence of
rapprochemoent between England and Amer-
len leaves the essential heart of the matter un-
touched. “The effects of the Increase of
mutual Kindliness are being allewed to
avaporate,” says the Chronicle, “and while
from every point of the Buropcan horizon
grim anxlety and possible perll confront us,
the golden moments [or permanent peace
with Amerlea arve glipping by, If the govern-
ment of which Mr. Chamberlain {8 such a
brilllantly successful member would forget
minor matters and boldly conclude an arbi-
tration trealy with America the spectacle
Mr. Charmberia'n pletured of the two peoples’
governmente rescuing Armenia  Instead of
belng an fdeal might opecome within a short
time a world-shaking fact."

An editorlal in the Times on the Amer-
lean attitude toward Armen’a siys: It Is
not to be expected that America will so far
depart from the sagaclous prineiples of Wash-
Ington's farewell address as to draw the
sword in behalf of the Armenians. But the
American people are the only people except
ourselves not perhaps wholly ineapable of
making war on beliglf of the oppressed with-
out regard Lo national Interests.'

The Times in another edltoria] says: *'It
scems unlikely that Russia has done more
than establish gocd relatlons with Turkey
on an understanding that she ehnll be no
party to other than platonie remonstrances
over the Armenlan grievances. The Unklar-
skelessl treaty was a fallure and the cobn-
clusion of a similar treaty now would lead
all Mussulmans to look with susp'elen on a
ruler who placed himself In the hands of the
Glaour,”

LONDON, Jan, 27.—The Dally News (lib-
ernl) says in an editoridl this morning: Mr,
Chamberlain's reference to Venezuplan was
thoroughly judiclous and will digpel the idea
that he was opposed to counsels of conellia-
tien, The Idea that he was opposed to Anglo-
American Interference in Armenia is at varl-
anco with the principles of the Monroe doc-
trine.

RELIEVING THE ST. PAUL

Big Ocean Liner Moved Some Distance Off
Shore,

YET FIRMLY  IMBEDDED IN  SAND

Interested Companies Feel Certnin
that the Ship Wil De Saved
Withont Any Permanent
Dumnge,

LONG BRANCH, N, J., Jan. 20.—President
C, A. Grigscom and all the other representa-
tives of the International Navigation com-
pany, popularly known ag the American line,
have taken a decldedly more hopeful view of
the situstim of the siranded steamer St
Pauli They place great reliance on the Mer-
ritt and Chapman Wroeking companles, which
have churge of the pulliug off of the big
steamor, and they hope to have the St. Paul
at her berth at the foou of Vesey street, N,
Y., before the end of this week, The vessel
Is now about 160 feet further toward the
northeast than where she lay last night,
owlng to the efforts of the wrecking tuge
which wore hard at work to relleve her about
4 o'clock this morning.

The crowids of sighteeers which were In
evidence yesterday were more than doubled
today. Vehicles of all descriptions wore
pressed Into pervice, and when they were all
Jumbled together near the end of Ocean #ve-
nue, Bast Long Branch, they presentod a very
lively sight. It is eafe to say that there Is
scarcely a person who resides within twenly
miles of this placo who has not come to see
the big cccan racer lylog in her helpleca
state within a stone's throw of the Grand
View hotel veranda, When the traine arrived
from New York today they brounght a host of
Gothamites, who were anxious (o see how
the big liner locked, The weather today was
most enjovable and the sea was very calm.
The breakers wors not nearly s0 heavy as on
yesterday and the surl boats eawlly put out
through them and brought hundreds of pas-
sengers around the ship,

ONE VESSEL WENT DOWN,

The repart that the ehip Foyle, of London,
bound from New York to Caleutta, had sunk
late last night, one of her life boats
coming ashore at the west end this morn-
ing, added considerably to the Interest man-
Ifested by the vieltors as to the safety of
the St, Paul today,

I'his morning about 4 o'clock, when the
tide was full, there was a herole attempt
made to pull the steamer out of her dif-
fioulty by use of "kedges” anchors, aided
by her own machinery and the combined
power of the tugs of the Merritt company,
with the W, E. Chapman, Hustler and North
Amerlean. The hawsers were stralned lo
thelr utmost and the huge bulk creaked and
shivered for fully half an hour under the
immense force brought to bear upon it. The
toilers were finally rewarded by seeing the
haweers relax, and a rousing clieer un-
nounced to the anxious watchers who flitted
about the beach In the darkness that the
steamer had besn moved o little.  Slowly
but surely the Bt. Paul moved sterward In
a northwesterly divection, but stopped like a
stubborn animal after having slid through
her sandy bed egome fifty yards. The tugs
kept up their pulling until § o'clock without
belng mble to make the vessel budge an
inch further, and they left her, evidently
as deeply embedded as ever. President

‘Griscom rémuined oh board throughout the

day, and was vislted by sonmie repressntatives
of the Insurance dompanies and under-
writers who were Interested in the safety
of the ship, Two of these gentlemen, who
refused to glve thelr names or the com-
pantes to which they belong, told the re-
porters they believed the sceldent was due
Lo the mj take of the man who was making
the eoundings, having mistaken the mark
for seven fathoms and calling It seventezn
fathoms. No further altempt to move her
will be made until high water tomorrow
morning,
TALKED WITH THE CAPTAIN.

The press representatives were not allowed
on board the St. Paul, but cne of thelr num-
ber munaged to elude the watchful officers
at the gangway ond succesded in making his
way to the eapuain’s cabin this foréanoon.
Captain Jamleson, he sald, looked rather blue
when he spoke to him. In responee to the
reporter's fnquiries the captaln sald: “'It I
not true that apy of the plates &re sprung
and the vessel |o all right, There I8 no gign
of leaking, The Chapman and Merritt people,
who are In charge of bringing off the ship,
proe sanguine of success, and 1 feel confident
thnt she will move off very #oon; perhaps
afler a couple of tides.'

Preajident Griscom sent word to the re-
porters that he was tos buslly engaged to
ase them, but sald that Captailn Jamleson
had made n statement as to how the accldent
oecurred, and he (Griscom) expected that [t
would thoroughly vindicate the 8St, Paul's
commander. The ship was lying comfortably
und in no way Injured. The work of the
wrecking compznies was progressing satis-
factorlly and he wus sure the ship would
soon be gotten off, This waa all the president
would say.

There has been a good deal of rivalry be-
tween the Mertitt company and the Chipman
Wrecking company of Boston as to which of
them s#hould have the management of the
work, Captaln L. L. Seeley of the tug W, E.
Clinpman was the firast to make fast & hawper
to the disabled steamer, and he clalimed o
frlor right ta the contract,

BOTH AGENTS ABOARD.

The representatives of the two compinies
hive come to a mutunl agreement, howoever,
and while Mr. Merritt i3 on the St. Paul -
perintending the work, the Chapman company
s also represented on heard by Superintend-
ent Giblin, Assistant Superintendent Tucker
and (wo bogs wreckers, Captaln Waleott of
the tug 1, J, Merritt, when seen toeday, sald
that thero was a good chancs of getting the
St, Paul afloat ln a very short time,

The wind, which i& from the northwest
guarter toduy, he sald, is not favorable to
the work of floating her, According to the
captoin a good easterly or southerly breeze
of about twenty koots would bo more condus
glve to swinging her free and clear than an
off shore wind, Captaln Seeley of the W. E.
Chapman eoinelded with thils oplulon and he
hopes to see the work accomplished within a
week,

AL 10 o'clock this forencon two large
lighters steamed up alongslde the 8t Faul
and wera made fast to her starboard quarier
and bLow. Then their derrleks wers put to
work anil & large quantity of baggage and
perishable fradght, such as oranges, gripes,
cle., were taken from the steamer's hold and
#ant up to New York, Captaln Jumes Mul-
llgan of life saving statlon No, 4 went on the
8¢, Paul loday and aftes he came ashore he
gald the conditlon of the stramship was im-
proving with each succeedlug tide and Lhat
she will be off the beach In a few days. He
gald Captaln Jamicson was not feeling down-
cant, but, on the conirary, he was very hope-
ful. At high tide this evening, the tug North
American had a hawser attached to the shilp,
but after Ll an hour's puMng and strain-
ing, she gave up the job, ay she made no per-
ceptible change In the position of the 8t

ul.
WILL KEEP IT UP TOMORROW,

HON. RUNYON

THEODORE DS,

United Stntes Ambnssndor to Germnny
Passes Away,

DERLIN, Jan, 27.—Hon, Theodore Runyon,
United States ambaseador to Germany, ox-
pired suddenly and unexpectedly at 1 ., m.
thlis morning of heart fallure.

Mr. Runyon had been In somewhat feeble
heaith for some time, but ne Immedinte
fatal results were anticipated. Tueslay even-
ing he wis present at & dinner glven In his
honor by ex-Empress Frederlek, mother of
Emperor William, Last summer he had
planned to make an extended trip through
Norway, but on the advice of his physician
he abandoned thiy telp and Instead went to
Carlsbad, where he took the cure. He stibi-
saquently  went to Axsteln, in Switzerland,
for the purpose of taking an alter eure.
Since tiat time, however, he has manifested
great activity n the discharge of the duties
of his office, which hnve been more than
ugially onerous on account of the complica-
tlons in Buropean afNairs, which have more
or lezs demanded the attentlon and care of
the diplomatie representatvesa of all natione.
His death will come an a great shock to offi-
clal and s=oclal circles here In Berlin, where
he was a greal favorite,

WASHINGTON, Jain. 26.—Mr. Runyon was
the successor of Willlam Walter Phelps, who

had held the place of Garman minister four

years, He was a gellant soldier and Fort
JRunyon on the Alexandrin railroad at the
soouth end of the long bridge near Waghing-
ton, D. C., 18 a perpetuation of hig nnme, At
tho time of the appintment of Mr. Runyon
It was remarked ap belng a case of the oflice
seeking the man. His name had been ree-
ommended to the president by Senators Me-
Pherson and Smith, and he Knew nothing of
tho applieation which was belng made in his
behalf untll he wae asked by letter If he
would aecepl. The unequivocal endorsement
which he recelved from the sonators and the
high reputation enjoyed by him In the state
led the president to make the appolntment

without hesitation. He was o man <[ un-
guestioned abllity and high soclal witaln-
ments, Durlpg hig service in Berlin  the

mest important matter that has been pending
between Lhe Unlted States and Germany hao
been that in regard to the removal of the
restrictlons impoosed on the importations of
American pork ond beef producis in  that
country.

for independence, the Waller incident and
the Bayard speeches; any, or all of these,
may become frultful toples for debate, The
general Impression Is that the whaold week
will be congumed In disposing of them, but If
any time remains it will probably be dg-
voled to the Distrlet of Columbin gppro-
priation bill, which the appropriations com-
mittes expects to have ready on Wednesday
or Thuriday.
